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Fi^.  2  shows  tlie  floor  plan  of  such  a  house.  The  liouse  or 
feeding  [wn  is  shown  in  douhle  lines  and  the  permanent  fence 
around  tlie  yard  out.-^ide  in  which  the  straw  is  piled  is  shown  hv  a 
single  line.  This  huilding  may  easily  lie  converted  into  a  farn')w- 
ing  pen  |iy  installing  movahli'  [lartitions.  as  shown  by  the  dotted 
lines.     These  can  lie  removed  when  the  pigs  are  ready  to  wean.
